Bread Materials, 
There w h s 
a dearth of wheat in 
England in 1620, 1660 and 1696, 
and in those years bread was made 
of 
turnips. 
They weie 
boiled 
until 
they 
were 
soft enough 
to 
mash, 
when 
the greater 
part ol the water was pressed out of 
them. An equal weight tff wheat 
meal was then mixed with the pulp 
and the dough was made iutheusua. 
manner with yeast. The dough rose 
well in the trough and, after being 
kneaded, was formed into loav es and 
put iu the ov en. Bread prepared in 
this ii.»inner has a peculiar sweetish 
taste, which is said not to lie dinar 
greeable; it is as light and white as 
wheaten bread, and should be kept 
about twelv e hours before being cut, 
when the smell and taste of the tur­ 
nip will hardly be ¡suv eptible. 
Potato bread is another kind, and 
there are sev eral processes of making 
it. The simplest is to choose the large 
inealv sort, boil them as for eating, 
th*-n peal and mash them Very fine, 
without 
adding 
water. 
Two 
parts of w’heat flour are added to 
one ot |H» tato**s, and a little more 
yeast than usual. The whole mass is 
kneaded into dough and allowed to 
stand a proper time to rise and fer­ 
ment before it is put into the ov en. 
Bread so prepared is said to Is* good 
and wholesome. Erasmus 
Darwin 
adv ised the grating of raw potatoes 
into cold water, where the starch 
Would suimide. The starch from eight 
pounds of potatoes, mixed with eight 
|K>unds of boiled potatoes, he assert­ 
ed, would make as good bread as the 
best wheaten flour. 
To make rice 
bread, boil three 
parts of wheat flour and one part of 
rice, separately. Boil the rice well, 
squeeze out the water and mix the 
mass with the wheat. Th© prov es* is 
then the same as for common wheat 
bread. A pound and a half of flour 
mixed with half a pound of rice will 
produce a loaf weighing from three 
pounds to three pounds two ounces, 
which is a greater gain than is rot 
from wheat flour alone. Kioe lias 
also been tried in the same proj» or- 
tion with barley, and this makes a 
good bread for 
lalsirii.g people. 
Bread may also lie made from buck­ 
wheat and the seeds and roots ot 
sev eral

Po ndo lamJ is very 
mo untaino us, and at the same time ex- 
tro meljr well watered.

A JAUNT IN PERSIA. 


P re p a ra tio n s N ecessary for a M pantaineer* 
log T rip In th e S h ah 's D om inions. 
This is the way wc were obliged to 
prepare for the trip in order to reach 
our destination. 
It was essential that 
wo should take with us tapts, bedding, 
crockery and sufficient animals to carry 
ourselves, the servants and the outfit. 
This required the employment of much 
talking and of occasional thrashing 
when the insolence of the chivadars, or 
muleteer, interfered with the clinching 
of a bargain. 
After several days of 
preparation all seemed ready for the 
start. 
One curious circumstance about 
the journey, however, was the fact that 
we were obliged to journey by night 
The great heat makes it impossible to 
travel in Persia in the middle of the 
day during the greater part of the year. 
Our departure was therefore so timed 
that we could have the benefit of the 
full moon. 
Once on the road, and 
winding through narrow lanes at a 
moderate walk, wo were able to ob­ 
serve what an imposing procession we 
made. 
At the head rode the giliodar, 
or equerry, mounted on a white Shira- 
zoe Aral) stallion. 
Two gentlemen fol­ 
lowed, and next to them came several 
ladies on donkeys. 
The tachtravan was 
next in order, carrying the invalid of 
the party. 
This is a curious vehicle 
peculiar to Per.-ia and Turkey. 
It is 
a covered litter borne between two 
mules, and contains sliding doors and 
windows. 
It is rendered reasonably 
comfortable by mattresses on which & 
person can lie at full length. 
The 
tachtravan of the wealthy is sometimes 
handsomely decorated, and mention is 
made of kings of Persia using it many 
oenturies ago. 
But generally this con­ 
veyance is more heavily constructed 
than is necessary, owing to the diffi­ 
culty of finding wood which is at once 
light and strong in Persia. 
The march 
of a tachtravan is necessarily tediously 
slow, but it is announced for a long dis­ 
tance by the strings of jangling bid Is 
carried by the gayiy-decorated mules, 
which do not, however, seem to appre­ 
ciate the wealth and weight of orna­ 
ment lavished upon them. 
On level 
roads the tachtravan is a real luxury; 
but when there is a steep ascent or de­ 
scent combined with bad roads, this 
form of locomotion is not only very try­ 
ing to the mules, but is also a severe 
strain on the rider, both on account of 
the exertion requisite in preserving his 
position and the nervous strain caused 
by watching the frequent peril of being 
hurled over 
a precipice. 
At 
the 
head of tbs leading mule marched 
a stately Arab, Abdullah I bn Ha.ssan. 
His gait was that of a prince; he 
was six feet in height, sparely built and 
perfectly erect. 
A camel’s-hair tunic 
reached to the ankles. 
His head was 
muffled with a striped mantle bound 
around the forehead with a white cord. 
His swarthy features were haggard but 
yet handsome, and the dark orbs which 
flashed from under cavernous brows 
were marked by a proud and romantio 
melancholy, deepening into a glow of 
injured pride tinged with sadness when 
he was refused a backsheesh, as if he 
would reproach you for having disap­ 
pointed the confidence he had reposed 
in your elevated generosity. 
What a 
standard is to an army was this son of 
the desert to our humbler train. 
He 
gave to it such a bearing that he seemed 
to be the chief person in it instead of a 
poor mule-drivcr earning twenty cents a 
day traversing the wastes of an ancient 
land—a mule-driver by descent and the 
father of mule-driven of the future. In 
looking at Abdullah Ibn Hassan I was 
led by a very whimsical turn of the mind 
to think of La Fotheringav, in Tback- 
ery's “Pemdennis.”

A JAUNT IN PERSIA. 


P r e p a r a tio n s N e c e ssa r y fo r a M o u n ta in eer* 
l a s T rip In U te S h a h ’s D o m in io n s. 
This I* the way we were obliged to 
prepare for the trip in order to reach 
our destination. 
It was essential that 
ire should take with us torts, bedding, 
crockery and sufficient animals to carry 
ourselves, the servants and the outfit 
This required the employment of much 
talking and of occasional thrashing 
when the insolence of the chivailart, or 
muleteer, interfered with the clinching 
of a bargain. 
After several days of 
preparation all seemed ready for the 
start. 
One curious circumstance about 
the journey, however, was the fact that 
we were obliged to journey by night 
The great heat makes it impossible to 
travel in Persia in the middle of tho 
day during the greater part of the year. 
Our departure was therefore so timed 
that we could have * the benefit of the 
full moon. 
Once on the road, and 
winding through narrow lanes at a 
moderate walk, we were able to ob­ 
serve what an imposing procession we 
made. 
At the head rode the gilicdar, 
or equerry, mounted on a white Shira- 
zee Arab stallion. 
Two gentlemen fol­ 
lowed, and next to them came several 
ladies on donkeys. 
The Uichtravan was 
next in order, carrying the invalid of 
the party. 
This is a curious vehicle 
peculiar to Persia aud Turkey. 
It is 
a covered litter borne between two 
mules, and contains sliding doors and 
windows. 
It is rendered reasonably 
comfortable bv mattresses on which a 
person can lie at full length. 
The 
tuclitravan of the wealthy is sometimes 
handsomely decorated, and mention is 
made of Kings of Persia using it many 
centuries ago. 
But generally this con­ 
veyance is more heavily constructed 
than is necessary, owing to the diffi­ 
culty of finding wood which is at once 
light and strong in Persia. 
The march 
of a tach travail is necessarily tediously 
slow, but it is announced for a long dis­ 
tance by the .strings of jangling bell* 
carried by the gayly-dccorated mules, 
which do not, however, seem to appre­ 
ciate the wealth and weight of orna­ 
ment lavished upon them. 
On level 
roads the taehtravan is a real luxury; 
but when there is a steep ascent or de­ 
scent combined with bad roads, this 
form of locomotion is not only very try­ 
ing to the mules, but is also a severe 
strain on the rider, both on account of 
the exertion requisite in preserving his 
iiosition and the nervous strain caused 
bv watching the frequent peril of being 
hurled 
over 
a precipice. 
At 
the 
head 
of tbs leading mule marched 
a stately Arab, Abdullah Ibn Hassan. 
His gait was that of a prince; he 
was six feet in height, sparely built and 
perfectly erect. 
A camelVhair tunic 
reached to the ankles. 
His head was 
muffled with a striped mantle bound 
around the forehead with a white cord. 
His swarthy features were haggard but 
yet handsome, and the dark orbs which 
flashed from under cavernous brows 
were marked by a proud and romantic 
melancholy, deepening into a glow of 
injured pride tinged with sadness when 
he was refused a backsheesh, as if he

About Washington. 


T he new chief justice seems to be revolu­ 
tionising th in g s in the suprem e co u rt a t 
W ashington. 
As the law yers on each side 
are allowed tw o hours for argum ent, and the 
co u rt sits but lour, the lim it of the assign­ 
m ents is never reached. 
As a result, it is 
hard for law yers to tell when their eases will 
be reached, and the calculations have to l>e 
m ade by the clerk. 
The way in which the 
new chief justice is rushing things, however, 
is p u ttin g all calculations a t fault, an d the 
clerk has now to frequently telegraph lawyer* 
whose cases w ere n o t to be reached u ntil De­ 
cem ber th a t they are likely to be called in 
three o r four days. 
A ttorney General G arland has subm itted 
th e estim ates of a p p ro p riatio n s for th e de­ 
p artm en t of justice for th e fiscal y ear ending 
Ju n e 30, 1890, to th e secretary of th e tre a s­ 
ury for 
transm ission to congress. 
These 
estim ates are about $200,000 in excess of the 
a p p ro p ria tio n s for the present fiscal year. 
The principal item s of increase are th e esti­ 
m ates for support of United S tates prisoners, 
which is $75,000 g re ater th an the ap p ro p ri­ 
atio n for tin; present fiscal year; the estim ates 
for special a ssista n t a tto rn ey s, which show 
nn increase of $70,000; and the estim ates for 
regular fees of the United S tates d istrict a t­ 
torneys. which show s an increase of $35,000.

While testin g a rope tire escape u tth o M ‘»n- 
gahela house a t P ittsb u rg , the roj>e broke, 
and three boys,Jam es McClure, aged four­ 
tee n y ears.John D.id dv, aged fifteen years, 
and Daniel Nagle, aged fifteen years, were 
precipitated from the fifth sto ry to the pave­ 
m ent. a distance of seventy feet. 
McClure 
an d D addy fell bead forem ost and were killed 
in stan tly . 
Nagle had b o th arm s and legs 
broken, and will probably die. 
The agent of 
the tire escape, 11. C. W ilson of Zanesville.

She denied th e accusation, 
but w ithout further w arning he drew the 
knife and th ru st it into her abdom en.

tried to sta b h< r a second tim e, when her 
b ro th er interfered and disunned him. 
Her 
husband is under arrest. 
The body of F rank Campbell, with h bullet 
through the heart, was found tw o and one- 
half miles from Merrill, 
in 
He com m itted 
suicide from despondency. 
He had returned 
from an 
unsuccessful trip to W ashington 
1 errito ry , found employ w ent in a saw mill 
fit Merrill, but h urt his hand the first day so 
ns to incapaciate him for six m onths. He left 
home four days ago, and since then large 
parties have been hu n tin g for him, but w ith­ 
out success til! his body was found. He leaves 
a m other and sister. 
He was well educated, 
und form erly tau g h t school. 
The p aren ts of Miss A da May T hom pson, 
a girl oi sixteen years, living in Mouth Des 
Moines, Iowa, were sta rtled by n pistol sh o t 
in the kitchen. 
H astily repairing to the 
room , they were horrified a t finding the body 
of their d au g h ter lying on the floor with a 
bullet in her h eart. A note on the tab le and 
a revolver a t her side told the sto ry of dis­ 
appointed love and suicide. 
The object of 
her affections was Edw ard Yonker, an E ast 
Side barber. 
He had called in the evening to 
tak e her to drive, b u t she declined, saying 
her p aren ts objected. 
He finally consented 
to forgo the buggy ride, and went in to the 
house. 
Before leaving he to ld her he was 
a b o u t to quit going with her. 
She seemed 
very m uch affected, and said as they parted: 
“ I expect these will be the last words you 
will ever hear me speak.” 
The sho o tin g 
followed soon after. 
A fatal shooting affray occurred a t Black- 
fort, Idaho. Jam es and Jo h n H utchinson 
have lieen a t o u ts for som e m onths p ast. 
Jam es has often threatened to sh o o t his 
b ro th er on sight.

The officers of the K ettle Creek Coal Mining 
com pany belonging to W illiam sport, P a ., 
are in receipt of inform ation th a t a terrible 
explosion occurred a t their mines located in 
Clinton county on the line of the Philadelphia 
& Erie railroad. 
The superintendent, George 
L. Miller, upon hearing a heavy rep o rt pro­ 
ceeded to the sp o t, when he a t once saw th a t 
a 
violent 
explosion 
had 
tak en 
place. 
The necessary 
arrangem ents were quickly 
m ade 
to 
carry 
the 
a ir 
to 
th e 
face 
work, and 
men 
entered 
the 
mine 
to 
learn 
th e 
p articu lars 
of 
w hat 
had 
occurred. 
An appalling s ta te of affairs was 
found to exist inside. Of the tw enty-one men 
who had been w orking in the drift only th n * 
o r four had escaped death o r injury. 
At. (he 
pud of an h o u r’s hard work fourteen dead 
bodies were recovered from the drift. 
Two of 
those who were injured subsequently died. 
One m an was m issing and his remain* were 
found o u t in the woods, where they had heeu 
blown by the force of the explosion th ro u g h 
t he air shaft. 
The to t al n u tn fer of killed o r 
fatally injured was found to l>eseventeen. All 
b u tfo u ro f them were H u n g ariau so r Italians. 
The force of the explosion was show n in 
the fact th a t bodies wen* blown clear o u t of 
the m outh of the drift. 
E verything possible 
was done for the injured by th e mine physi­ 
cians. 
The bodies of the dead were taken 
charge of by an undertaker and prepared for 
interm ent. 
It is th o u g h t th a t in m aking a 
blast a 
‘‘g as feeder’ was struck, filling the cham ber 
with g as which coining in co n tact with a 
naked lam p produced the explosion. A “gas 
feeder” is a pocket of gas im bedded in the 
coal. 
As soon ns n pick is struck in to it ihe 
gas escapes and if a n y th in g ignites an explo­ 
sion follows. It is generally conceded th a t 
there w as good ventilation,und the mine* wsre 
fully supplied with a ir »pplianc<-s. 
Tbe su­ 
perintendent says the accident could not have 
oeeii foreseen, and th a t no blam e a ttach e s tb 
any one. 
M any rum ors are going the rounds, am i 
am ong them is one th a t the direct caus* of 
th e explosion wu* the inexperienced use of 
dynam ite in the mines. 
In conversation with 
one of the drivers who e«'-a|>e<l it was learned 
th a t an Italian had g o tten 100 sticks of 
the deadly 
stuff 
from 
the 
storekeeper 
in the m orning, 
and 
had 
also 
g o tten 
100 
caps 
und 
had 
returned 
after 
a fuse, b ut as there were none in stock it is 
supposed th a t he had tried to set it off in 
som e o th er way, th u s causing the explosion. 
In u blacksm ith shop near the scene of the 
d isaster laid the charred and unrecognizable 
rem ains of A ugust Pierson, who was blown 
out th ro u g h the air shaft fifty feet in the air. 
und som e of his clothes can be seen hanging 
to a limb of a tree newr by. 
Next to him is 
M ikeCurrens, who was blown 200 feet out of 
the m outh of the mine, and was found deed i 
in a ditch still clinging to the handle of his 
shovel. 
Jo h n Farrell, n m ule driver, tell* ih issto ry :

Before ad m ittin g the need fo ra 
recall, 1 was bound in justice to von to know 
exactly w h at th e objectioual language w as. 
I therefore asked Mr. Phelps for a copy of 
the interview in order to ascertain from you 
w hether vou had been accurately reported, 
and I toi l him th a t 1 would then bring t!»e

An Ant Funeral. 
Mrs. Hutton gives this account of 
some ants which she saw in Sydney. 
Having killed a number of soldier- 
nnts, she re tu rn e d in half an hour to 
the spot where she had left their dead 
bodies, and in reference to what ,*he 
then observed she says: 
“I saw a large number of tints sur­ 
rounding the dead ones. 
1 deter­ 
mined to wat<h their proceedings 
closely I followed four or five tlmt 
started off from the rest toward a 
hillock a short distance off, in which 
w as tin ant s nest. This they entered, 
and in about five minutes they reap­ 
peared, followed by others. All fell 
into rank, walked regularly and slow­ 
ly two by two, until they arrived at 
the spot where lax' t he dead bodies of 
the soldier-ants. in a few minut s 
two of the aiits advanced and took 
up the dead body of one of their com­ 
rades, then two others, and so on un­ 
til all were ready to march. Firs' 
walked two ants bearing a laxly then 
two without a burden. th*'n two oth­ 
ers with another dead ant, and soon 
until the line extended to about forty 
pairs; and the procession now*moved 
slowly onward, followed by an irreg­ 
ular body ot about 200 ants. (>< t- 
sionally, the twoladen ants stopped, 
and. laying down the dead an t.it 
was taken up by the two walking un­ 
burdened lieliind them; and thus, by 
occasionally relieving each other, 
they arrived at a sandy spot near 
the sea. The body of ants now com­ 
menced digging with their jaws a 
number of holes in the ground, into 
each of which a dead ant was laid, 
where they now labored on until they 
now had tilled up the ant’s graves. 
This did not quite finish the remark­ 
able circumstances attending this 
funeral of the ants. Some six or seven 
of the ants had attempted to run off 
without performing their share of the 
task of digging. 
These were caught 
and brought back, when they were 
at once attacked by the body of the 
ants and killed upon the spot. A 
single grave was quickly dug. and 
they were all dropped into it.”— 
Evangelist.

right of the road was delayed before 
reaching the meeting point. AN hen 
the first train reached a telegraph 
station I felt relieved, but the strain 
had been so terrible on my nerves 
that I was not good for much for 
several days, and the experience will 
ever remain in my mind.

The officers of the K ettle Creek Coal Mining 
com pany belonging to W illiam sport, P a., 
are in receipt of inform ation th a t a terrible 
explosion occurred a t their mines located in 
Clinton county on the line ol the Philadelphia 
& Erie railroad. The superintendent, George 
L. Miller, upon hearing a heavy report pro­ 
ceeded to the spot, when he a t ouce saw th a t 
a 
violent 
explosion 
had 
taken 
place. 
The necessary 
arrangem ent* were quickly

bodies were recovered from the drift. 
Two of 
those who were injured subsequently died. 
One m an was m issing and hi* remain* were 
found o u t in the woods, w here they hail been 
Mown by the force of the explosion through 
the air shaft. 
The to ta l numlier of killed or 
fatally injured wa* found to lie seventeen. All 
b u tfo u ro f them were H u n g arian so r Italians. 
The force of the explosion wa* shown in 
the fact th a t bodies were blown clear out of 
the m outh of the drift. 
E verything possible 
was done for the injured by the mine physi­ 
cians. 
The bodies of the dead were tak es 
charge of by an undertaker and prepared for 
Interm ent.

His ig­ 
norance is its m ighty tss y o u r intelligence. 
T h a t is not right. 
All men of fair m ind will 
acknow ledge th a t it is not right, 
U ntil a 
m an can read the D eclaration of Independ­ 
ence and the constitution ofthe United S tates, 
and calculate the interest of the American 
debt, and know the difference between a Le- 
publieon form of governm ent a n d a m onarchy 
o r a despotism , he is unfit to exercise the 
rig h t of suffrage a t any baliof-box between 
Key W est and Alaska. 
In 1872. in England, there w«'re 2,000.000 
children who ought to have iieen in school. 
There were only 1,333,000, in o th er words 
a b o u t 50 per cent., and of the 50 per cent 
n o t m ore th an 5 percent got an y th in g w orthy 
the nam e of an education.

Bnt you know as well as I do There is 
som etim es on th a t sac m l chest, the ark of the 
American covenant, a shadow co rp o rate or 
m onopolistic.

of foot m ortgaged with pledges, attd theinan 
who goes to A lbany o r to W ashington to 
get an office is applying for som e position 
which was given aw ay three m onths before 
the election. Two long lines of worm fence, 
one worm fence reaching to Albany and the 
o th et to W ashington, and there a great 
m any citizens astrid e the fence, and they arc 
equally poised and they are w aiting to see on 
which side 1 here is m ost em olum ent, and on 
th is side they get down. 
B ut bribery kicks 
b o th ways. 
It kicks the m an th a t offers it 
and the m an th a t takes it. 
Bribery to d ay 
you w ill adm it to be one of the m ightest foes 
of the American ballot box. 
A nother great enemy of th a t sacred chest 
is defam ation of ch aracter. Can you find o u t 
from th e new spaper* when tw o men are ru n ­ 
ning for office which is th e liest? 
How often 
in th e au tu m n al elections th e good m an is 
denounced and the bad m an applauded, so

D efam ation of character. 
T hom as Paine writes W ashington a letter, 
and publishes it saying: "T reacherous in all 
p riv ate friendship and a hypocrite in public 
m orals, t he world will he puzzled to know 
w hether we had better call you art ap o state 
o r an im poster, and w hether you abandoned 
good m orals, or never had an y ,” . T h a t is 
T hom as P aine’s opinion of George W ashing­ 
ton. 
My father told me th a t when Andrew Ja c k ­ 
son was running for President bf the United 
S tates, the whole lahd wits flooded with cof­ 
fin handbills—pictures of six dead men. in 
allusion to the six deserters whom Andrew 
Jackson had had shot, and all the pictorials 
of those tim es represented Jackson as taking 
his office from the hand rtf the devil. 
I saw at P u tin -B ay , Ohio, in a m useum, a 
prom inent paper of 1884, which spoke of 
H enry Clay as a gam bler, a libertine, und a 
m urderer; and the m anner in Which he was 
defamed and th e o u trag es which were henp- 
ed Upon him m ay be well guessed from Mr. 
C lay’s eulogy of his native sta te , K entucky. 
He said: 
"W hen I seemed to Ik* assailed by 
all the rest ol the world, she interposed her 
broad and im penetrable shield, repelled the 
poisoned shafts th a t were aim ed for my de­ 
struction. and vindieuted my good nam e from 
every m alignant and unfounded aspersion.”

His public life and his p riv ate life are scru­ 
tinized, and all the electric lights are turned 
down under such t hinge. 
Ih every autum nal 
election the a ir is filled with carrion crows 
scenting 
carcasses. 
Caw!

new spapers

liberty. 
They ni-e filled with calum ny. 
The editorial 
colum ns are stuffed w ith it. 
There are news­ 
papers iu the United S tates which in the 
g reat p o p u lar elections breakfast and dine 
and sup on indecency. 
Thpy wallow in it. 
Swine like the Ittire. 
They give m ore for one 
quill-full of it th a n a whole hogshead of decent 
product. 
There are in these great, a u tu m n al 
elections men sittin g in editorial chairs who 
w rite with a quill, not plucked from the stupid 
goose, o r the sublim e eagle, but from a 
turkey buzzard! 
Ghouls! Ghouls! They tip 
the city sewer in to their editorial inkstands. 
D efam ation of c h aracter is one of the curses 
of the American ballot-box to d ay . 
In your 
great presidential elections who can tell from 
w hat he reads who is the m an he ought to 
vote for? 
Bad in.'n som etim es applauded, 
good men denounced.

There are m any who th ro u g h accidents of 
fortune have conie to g reat success w hile 
they an* profound in th eir stupidity, as 
profound in th eir stu p id ity as a m an of large 
fortune with whom I was crossing the ocean, 
who told me he was going to see the dykes 
of S ro tian d l 
W hen a m em ber of my family 
asked a lad y on her retu rn from Europe if 
she had seen M ount Blanc, she replied: “ Well, 
really, I d o n 't know, is th a t in Europe?” 
Ignorance by the square loot. 
P ro p erty 
qualification will n o t do. 
The only way 
these evils will l*e eradicated will he by m ore 
th o ro u g h m oralization und C hristianization 
of the people. 
T h a t nrk of the covenant was 
carried in to cap tiv ity to K irjath-jearim , but 
one day the people hooked oxen to a cart, 
and they p u t this ark on the c art, and

c art w as tak en to Jerusalem —the ark of the

Bread M aterials. 
There was a dearth of wheat in 
England in 1629, 1630 and 1693, 
and in those yearn bread was made 
of 
turnips. 
They w'eie 
boiled 
until 
they 
were 
soft enough 
to 
mash, 
when 
the 
greater 
part of the water was pressed out of 
them. An equal weight Of wheat 
meal was then mixed with the pulp 
and the dough was made intheusua. 
manner with x’east. The dough rose 
well in the trough and, after being 
kneaded, was formed into loaves and 
put in the oven. Bread prepared in 
this manner has a peculiar sweetish 
taste, which is said not to lie disa­ 
greeable; it is as light ami white as 
wheaten bread, and should be kept 
about twelve hours before being cut, 
when the smell and taste of the tur­ 
nip will hardly be perceptible. 
Potato bread is another kind, nnd 
there are several processes of making 
it. The simplest is to choose the large 
mealy sort, boil them as for eating, 
then peal anu mash them Very fine, 
without 
adding 
water. 
Two 
parts of wheat flour sire added to 
one ot potatoes, and a little more 
.vcast than usual. The w hole mass is 
kneaded into dough and allowed to 
stand a projier time to rise and fer­ 
ment before it is put into the oven. 
Bread so prepared is said to be good 
and wholesome. Erasmus 
Darwin 
advised the grating of raw potatoes 
into cold water, where the starch 
tvould subside. Thestarch from eight 
pounds of potatoes, mixed with eight 
pounds of boiled potatoes, he assert­ 
ed, would make as good bread as the 
best wheaten flour. 
To make rice 
bread, boil three 
parts of w heat flour and one part of 
rice, separately. Boil the rice well, 
squeeze out the water and mix the 
mass with the wheat. The process is 
then the same as for common wheat 
bread. A pound and a half of flour 
mixed with half a pound of rice will 
produce a loaf weighing from three 
pounds to three pounds two ounces, 
which is u greater gain than is got 
from wheat flour alone. 
Rice has 
also l*K»n tried in the same propor­ 
tion with barley, and this makes a 
good bread for 
laboring 
people. 
I tread may also be made from buck­ 
wheat and the seeds and roots ot 
several 
scores 
of 
plants.—Good 
Housekeeping.

the trouble to turn her head to see 
whether her child behaved like a 
ivihzed being, satisfied that, if the 
food had disappeared from its plate, 
it bad l>een projierly fed. Line upon 
line, precept uj»on precept, here a 
little and there a little, has been too 
great an exertion for this mother to 
make in order to make her child a 
pleasurable addition to society*, she 
lias developed, untamed and neg- 
leeted, into the little bear to whose 
hunger he often likens his ow n."

Bread Materials. 
There was a dearth of wheat in 
England in 1629, 1630 and 1693, 
and in those years bread was made 
of 
turnips. 
They weie 
boiled 
until 
they 
were 
soft enough 
to 
mash, 
when 
the greater 
part of the water was pressed out of 
them. An equal weight bf wheat 
meal was then mixed with the pulp 
and the dough was made intheusua. 
manner with yeast. The dough rose 
well in the trough and, after being 
kneaded, was formed into loaves and 
put in the oven. Bread prepared iii 
this manner has a peculiar sweetish 
taste, which is said not to be disa­ 
greeable; it is as light and white as 
wheaten bread, and should be kept 
about twelve hours before being cut, 
when the smell aud taste of the tur­ 
nip will hardly be perceptible. 
Potato bread is another kind, and 
there are several processes of making 
it. The simplest is to choose the large 
mealy sort, boil them as for eating, 
then [leal anti mash them Very fine, 
without 
adding 
water. 
Two 
parts of wheat flour sire added to 
one of potatoes, and a little more 
yeast than usual. The whole mass is 
kneaded into dough and allowed to 
stand a proper time to rise and fer­ 
ment before it is put into the oven. 
Bread so prepared is said to lie good 
and wholesome. Erasmus 
Darwin 
advised the grating of raw potatoes 
into cold water, where the starch 
Would subside. The starch from eight 
pounds of potatoes, mixed with eight 
pounds of boiled potatoes, he assert­ 
ed, would make as good bread as the 
best wheaten flour. 
To make rice 
bread, boil three 
parts of wheat flour and one part of 
rice, separately. Boil the rice well, 
squeeze out tile water and mix the 
mass with the wheat. The process is 
then the same as for common wheat 
bread. A pound and a half of flour 
mixed with half a pound of rice will 
produce a loaf weighing from three 
pounds to tim e pounds two ounces, 
which is a greater gain t han is got 
from wheat flour alone. Rice lins 
also l**cn t ried in the same propor­ 
tion with barley, arid this makes a 
good bread for laboring people. 
Bread may also be made from buck­ 
wheat and the seeds and roots of 
several 
scores 
of plants.—Hood 
Housekeeping.

PONOOLAND. 


F eeu liariU t-a o f a n A frtaa n S ta ta a n d lt« 
In h a b ita n ts . 
I ain one of the very few white peo­ 
ple that have ever visited Pondoland. I 
have lately returned from that country, 
and possibly some of my experiences 
may be found interesting. 
Pondoland 
is a fertile 
district northeast of the 
Transkei, and lying due south of Natal. 
It is now under the protectorate of 0.|>« 
Colony. 
The reasons for this new pro 
tectorate are obvious. 
In the first 
place, by establishing it, we have com- 
pk*ted the haH circle of British colony 
which now extends in unbroken suc­ 
cession between Capetown and Natal, 
thus unking us virtual protectors of tha 
w hole seaboard and ports between those 
two points. In the second place, we have 
kept out other nations—the Germans 
and the Dutch, for instance—who have 
for some time cast a longing eye upon 
the fertile plains of Pondoland 
The Pond os are a rich nation so far 
as cattle is concerned, and their country 
allows them to grow mealies and corn 
and tobacco in profusion without much 
trouble and labor. 
Pondoland is very 
mountainous, and at the same time ex­ 
tremely well watered. 
The sea-shore 
Is covered with brush and forest 
The 
principal trade of the country enters 
Pondoland across the river Uratumvuna 
from Natal, or bv way of Umtata from 
King William’s Town through Tembn- 
lanu, which lies immediately southeast. 
The cxjiort* of Pondoland are princi­ 
pally hides, horn and cattle. 
The trad­ 
ers of the country have been hitherto 
outlaws and other adventurous persons 
who have chosen to reside 
beyond 
British jurisdiction. 
In many cases 
they have exercised a wTise discretion. 
The Pondomen lead very lazy lives. 
They scarcely ever do any work. They 
leave to the women the cultivation of 
the mealic gardens and the hewing of 
wood and drawing of water. 
To the 
boys they leave the herding of the cattle. 
It is difficult to say what they do but lie, 
ami thieve, and cheat, and insufficiently 
formidable numbers (rendering resist­ 
ance impossible) attack a store, carry 
oft’ the goods of the unhappy store­ 
keeper, and murder him if he protests 
too vehemently at the loss 
of 
his 
blankets and rum. 
They are an ami­ 
able race altogether. 
Pondoland con­ 
tains plant* of valuable medicinal prop­ 
erties, and the number of poisons in the 
country is very large. 
The Pondo does 
not scruple to make use of the latter 
whenever occasion requires an objec­ 
tionable person to be quietly “removed.” 
The grass, or veldt, of the country is, 
as a rule, too rich for sheep, but is ad­ 
mirably suited to cattle and horses, 
which are very numerous. 
There are 
very few Boers, if any, in tho country, 
most of the tnplers being British oi 
Griqua half-casts. 
Tribal wars are fre­ 
quent, aud the power of the paramount 
chief ‘is hut very partially recognized, 
even In his own neighborhood. 
Justice 
is consequently porf«*ctly out of tho 
question, there being no one to admin- 
ter it, and no one to execute it.— Cor 
London Globe.

PM uU ariU ea a f an A f r im * M at* and l l s 
In h ab itan ts. 
I ain one of the very few white peo­ 
ple that have ever visited Pondoland. 
have lately returned from that country, 
and possibly some of ray experiences 
may lie found interesting. 
Pondoland 
is a fertile district northeast of the 
Tranekei, and lying due south of Natal. 
It is now under the protectorate of Cape 
Colony. The reasons for this new pro­ 
tectorate are obvious. 
In the first 
place, by establishing it, we have com­ 
plete! the half circle of British colony 
which now extends in unbroken sue* 
cession between Capetown and Natal, 
thus making us virtual protectors of th* 
whole seaboard and ports between those 
two points. In the second place, we have 
kept out other nations—the Germans 
and the Dutch, for instance—who have 
for some time cast a longing eye upon 
the fertile plains of Pondoland 
The Pondos are a rich nation so far 
as cattle is concerned, and their country 
allows them to grow mealies and corn 
and tobacco iii profusion without much 
trouble and labor. Pondoland is very 
mountainous, and at the same time ex­ 
tremely well watered. The sea-shore 
is covered with brush and forest. The 
principal trade of the country enters 
Pondoland across the river Uratumvuna 
from Natal, or bv way of Urn ta ta from 
King William’s Town through Tembn- 
lami, which lies immediately southeast. 
The exjK>rts of Pondoland are princi­ 
pally bides, horn and cattle. The trad­ 
ers of the country have been hitherto 
outlaws ami other adventurous persons 
who have chosen to reside beyond 
British jurisdiction. 
In many cates 
they have exercised a wise discretion. 
'Die Pondomen lead very lazy lives. 
They scarcely ever do any work. They 
leave to the women the cultivation of 
the mealie gardens and the hewing of 
wood ami drawing of water. To the 
boys they leave the herding of the cattle. 
It is difficult to say what they do but lie, 
and thieve, and cheat, aud insufficiently 
formidable numbers (rendering resist­ 
ance impossible) attack a store, carry 
off the goods of the unhappy store­ 
keeper. and murder him if he protests 
too vehemently at the loss of his 
blankets and rum. They are an ami­ 
able race altogether. Pondoland con­ 
tains plants of valuable medicinal prop­ 
erties, and the number of poisons in the 
country is very' large. The Pondo does 
not scruple to* make use of the latter 
whenever occasion requires an objec­ 
tionable person to be quietly “removed. ” 
Tile g r a s s, or veldt, of the country is, 
as a nile, too rich for aheap, but is ad­ 
mirably suited to cattle and horses, 
which are very numerous. There are 
very few Boers, if any, in tho country, 
most of the traders being British oi 
Griqua half-casts. Tribal wars are fre­ 
quent, sod the power of the paramount 
chief is but very partially recognized, 
even In his own neighborhood. Justice 
is consequently perfectly out of tho 
question, there being no one to admin- 
ter it, and no one to execute it.—Cor 
London Globe.
